THE POLIO SEASON 


ALONG WITH THE NEW VACCINE, GAMMA GLOBULIN IS STILL IN THE FIGHT—ON A DIFFERENT BASIS 


During the last few weeks, under the spon- 
sorship of the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, the famed Salk polio vac- 
cine (see “Tracking the Killer,” by Robert 
Coughlan, Lire, Feb. 22) has been given to 
several hundred thousand children in a huge 
“field trial,” the biggest controlled medical 
experiment eyer attempted, Although the re- 
sults won't be fully known until this winter, 
the trial so far has gone more smoothly than 
anyone had a right to expect. Most of the 
children have been very brave, buoyed up, 
we're informed, by the idea that they are tak- 
ing part in a big scientific experiment just as 
in the comic books. The only ill effects have 
been a few faintings and lost lunches from 
the tension and excitement, and a few c: 
of allergic reaction from the penicillin in- 
cluded in the vaccine. So far, so good. 

About three wecks from now the last shots 
will be given; in the South the program is 
nearing the end. The reason for stopping the 
program is the advent of the annual polio 
“season,” when for reasons unknown the 
danger of infection is worst. To prevent this 
seasonal factor from clouding the results of 
the test, the substance that holds such prom- 
ise for ending polio must ironically be put 
aside just at the time when people most need 
protection. 

Then what about the children who haven't 
been vaccinated—is there any way to protect 
them? Specifically, what about gamma glob- 
ulin, “GG,” the antipolio material that was 
making so much news last summer and the 
summer before? 


Confusion of tongues 


When GG was in the news last February, 
the news looked bad indeed. The U.S. Public 
Health Service had appointed an expert com- 
mittee to evaluate the results of GG inocu- 
lations during the summer of 1953. This 
committee's report was widely interpreted by 
the press as meaning that GG had turned out 
to have little or no practical value in prevent- 
ing or lessening the severity of polio. Yet 
Basil O'Connor, head of the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis, declared that 
nothing in the report affected GG’s useful- 
ness under the right conditions and an- 
nounced that the National Foundation was 
going to provide GG for use again this sum- 
mer, in fact would triple the amount. To the 
layman this expert disagreement was per- 
plexing, to say the least. Is GG any good, 
or isn’t it? If there is an answer, now is 
the time parents would like to know. 

The answer requires being clear on the 
difference between GG and the new Salk vac- 
cine now receiving its mass tests. The vac- 
cine is made of dead polio virus; it causes 
the blood of the vaccinated child to produce 
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its own polio antibodies; this protection is 
expected to last for many months or for 
years. GG, on the other hand, is a fraction 
of human blood. Most adults have had symp- 
tomless “silent” attacks of polio that were 
defeated. Thus if enough blood from adults 
is pooled, it is sure to contain antibodies 
against polio; and these borrowed antibodies, 
the victorious veterans of old wars, are con- 
centrated in GG. To the person who borrows 
them they afford at best only a few weeks? 
protection. 

In 1951 and 1952, GG was tested in care- 
fully controlled mass experiments, smaller 
but similar to the current vaccine trial. Re- 
sults showed that if GG were given before a 
person was exposed to the virus, his chances 
of getting the di e would be reduced by 

'% for about five weeks—not much protec: 
tion but better than nothing. In 1953, GG 
was released for general use in different ways 
—one way entirely different from the meth- 
od of 1951 and 1952. Behind the change of 
method lay a wrong but plausible scientific 
hunch which sprang from the worthy hope 
of using GG so as to do the greatest good for 
the greatest number, 


The hunch that failed 


GG was scarce and always will be: it takes 
a pint of human blood to produce the aver- 
age dose. For 1953 there were only about one 
million doses available. Even if the supply 
were concentrated in epidemic areas, several 
hundred or even several thousand doses 
would have to be given for every paralytic 
case prevented—on the face of things, a ter- 
ribly wasteful use of expensive material. 

Several leading epidemiologists believed 
they saw a way to reduce this waste by “aim- 
ing the shotgun.” There was evidence that 
when one member of a family came down 
with paralytic polio, the chances were about 
one in 20 that someone else in the family 
would get it too. These odds are much great- 
er than those encountered by the general 
population even in a severe epidemic, when 
the chances are about one in 200 at most 
and more likely about one in 2,000. Accord- 
ing to the field trial evidence, very few of 
these subsequent “family contact” cases 
could actually be prevented by GG. But there 
had been “suggestive” evidence that it might 
modify the attacks, greatly reducing the 
chances of paralysis or death. If that were 
true, it would pay to “aim the shotgun” at 
these people. 

To a committee appointed by the National 
Research Council the hunch seemed worth 
playing. Deciding on the 1953 distribution 
(despite the opposition of the National Foun- 
dation, which supplied most of the GG), it 
was recommended that 57% of the supply be 


allocated for family contacts; the rest for 
mass inoculations in epidemics and for emer- 
gency reserves. But when the U.S. Public 
Health Service Committee reported on the 
results, it appeared that the family contact 
method had failed. 

The full implications of the ’53 experience 
are still in some dispute, but it has led at 
least to a complete revision of the GG pro- 
gram for this summer. Its use will be lim- 
ited to “groups larger than a family unit,” 
such as a neighborhood, a housing project, 
a school, a camp, or a community. State 
health officers will be responsible for decid- 
ing when and to whom the material will be 
given. Unlike last year it has been sent to 
them to have on hand and they can use it at 
their own discretion, which, it is hoped, may 
have the effect of nipping many epidemics in 
the bud. The state health officers are also re- 
sponsible for using GG in such a way that it 
will not affect the validity of the vaccine trial. 


What good will it do? 


What can be expected of GG inoculations 
used in this type of group method? If the 
family contact method gives no protection, 
it follows that people close to incipient vi 
tims may be simultaneously infected, thus 
will get little or no protection from a GG 
shot. Such would be the expectation with, 
for instance, tentmates at a summer camp, 
or among children who were close, rough- 
and-tumble playmates. Yet nothing has up- 
set the 1951-52 evidence that GG can give 
a high degree of temporary protection if 
given before infection with the polio virus 
has begun. The thinking behind the new plan 
is that it should be useful, if not for tent- 
mates, then for the majority of children at 
a camp, and if not for intimate playmates, 
then at any rate for most of the children on 
a block or in a community. 

Since there is no way to tell who is or will 
be infected, a great deal of scarce GG is going 
to be wasted. One doctor has figured it takes 
720 inoculations to prevent one case—some- 
where around $7,000 worth of GG. The Na- 
tional Foundation is prepared to spend up to 
$19 million this year on the GG program. A 
good many public health authorities feel that 
the money could be put to better use in 
other fields of preventive medicine. 

Answering that criticism in its own terms, 
the lifetime medical care of a severely para- 
lyzed child costs about $40,000. But our 
guess is that nobody who has contributed to 
the National Foundation is going to be much 
interested in the dollars and cents involved 
in the GG program. The death or lifelong 
crippling of a child is not a bookkeeping 
item. Even if only a few children can be 
saved, the money will be well spent.

DE GAULLE STIRS UP 
FRUSTRATED FRENCH 


The frustrations of the French over their de- 
feat at Dienbienphu and their low prestige as 
a world power were reflected in a briefly 
lent mob scene in Paris. General Charles de 
Saulle notified police that he would “appear 
alone” at the Are de Triomphe to salute the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. He came alone 
—but 15,000 of his followers were there. After 
being greeted by the general and urged to re- 
store France’s grandeur, his supporters surged 
down the Champs Elysées shouting, “Long 
live De Gaulle! Hang Laniel!”’ A solid wall of 
helmeted police stopped them cold, leaving the 
riled-up mob to harangue onlookers and pick 
fights with smaller clusters of cops. 

There were other signs of shock too. Fear- 
ing anti-Communist riots, the French cabinet 
banned the opening of the Russian ballet in 
Paris. In Nice a bomb exploded in Red head- 
quarters and in Bourges an ex-officer stabbed 
a taxi driver during an argument over Indo- 
china. In Geneva, where they are trying to 
negotiate a cease-fire for Indochina, French 
delegates felt their chances ebbing. They wor- 
ried that U.S. Secretary of State Dulles was 
ready to write off Indochina. They feared that 
the shaky Laniel government, which had bare- 
ly squeaked through a vote of confidence, was 
about to fall. But even after these setbacks, 
when the cocky Vietminh demanded withdraw- 
al of all foreign troops from Indochina and 
unsupervised Communist-style elections, the 
French rejected it as too steep a price for peace.

The hearings speed up as McCarthy tones down; 


In its third week the MeCarthy-Army hearings picked up steam after 
wrangling over whether to stop public hearings and deciding not to. 
One reason for the speed-up was McCarthy’s silence. In sharp con- 
trast to previous days, when Senator Symington said he had talked as 
much as 48% of the time, McCarthy hardly opened his mouth, And 
the week's major witness, Army Counsel John G. Adams, spoke more 
swiftly than Army e" dams testified that during ne- 
gotiations to keep the Army "in business” with McCarthy, he endured 
more pressure from McCarthy Counsel Roy Cohn than from all other 
sources put together in five years of dealing with Congress. He said 
Cohn was so incensed over the Army’s treatment of Private G. David 
Schine, former MeCarthy consultant, that he once ordered Adams 
out of his car in New York. He even turned his anger on his boss 
McCarthy, said Adams, for not trying hard enough to help Schine. 
Adams also said Presidential Aide Sherman Adams told him at a White 
House meeting to prepare a record of alleged McCarthy committee 
pressures against the Army. Democratic members of the committee 
wanted more information about this conference, but the Administra- 
tion would not permit Adams to give it, The most unusual moment 
came when three Republican committee members, Dirksen, Potter and 
Mundt, had themselves sworn in as witnesses before their own com- 
mittee. Dirksen and Mundt seemed to recall that Adams, talking with 
them in January, had implied that a document of pressure charges 
against Cohn and McCarthy might be publicized unless the subpoena- 
ing of loyalty board members was prevented.

The above remark was actually made by a local Metro- 
politan Representative in the course of a radio broadcast 
following the tragic Vicksburg, Mississippi tornado of 
December, 1953. It dramatizes how Metropolitan's more 
than 1,000 local service centers, and the Agents associated 
with them, function in times of disaster. 


What happened in Vicksburg, which was typical of 
similar emergencies last year in Massachusetts, Ohio and 
Michigan, is indicated by these excerpts from a report on 
the tornado by the Manager of the nearby Metropolitan 
District Office in Jackson, Mississippi, As a result of these 
catastrophes, Metropolitan paid 43 death claims.

... Word of the Vicksburg tornado reached our 
office at approximately 6:30 P. M. on Saturday, just 
minutes after the twister struck. We tried to contact 
our Vicksburg Office, but as the telephone company 
‘was reporting eight to ten-hour delays on calls to the 
distressed area, we immediately formulated inde- 
pendent plans for dealing with the emergency. 

“, . Step one was to increase promptly the Vicks 
burg staff. Through the American Red Cross, we 
obtained permission for Vicksburg Agents and addi- 
tional representatives from Jackson to enter the 
disaster area. 

. .. Frequent spot radio broadcasts and newspaper 
ads were immediately authorized to notify our policy- 
holders that Metropolitan was prepared to offer them 
every assistance .. . As Manager, I broadcasted the 
first’ announcement myself. We appreciated the sym- 
pathetic concern of the Home Office as demonstrated 
by phone calls from Metropolitan executives in New 


York. As you know, they gave us carte blanche au- 


thority to dispense with formality and to settle emer- 
gency claims on the spot. 

“Our first claim was reported on Saturday night. 
We learned of two more claims on Sunday. By Mon- 
day, Company representatives were actively contact- 
ing Metropolitan and other families on a house-to- 


house basis . . . Deaths among our policyholders were 
mercifully few. 

“... One of our early ‘on-the-spot’ payments was 
toa mother who had lost her small son when a movie 
house collapsed. Immediate funds were needed here 
as the father was then at a hospital with another son 
injured at the same scene. We wrote a check for the 
mother despite the fact she was unable to locate the 
policy.

For this ac- 
tion, we have received expressions of appreciation. 

“*, .. Besides the handling of claims, we made ar- 
rangements, where necessary, to extend the grace pe- 
tiod for the payment of premiums on Metropolitan 
policies.

TWO TENSE HOURS TO NOWHERE 


Crowds on the ground and 63 in the air sweat out a ‘routine emergency’ landing of an airliner 
by HERBERT BREAN 


[ 23 minutes after 4 p.m. on May 6 a Pan American World Air- 

ways Stratocruiser thundered down Runway 25 Left at New York’s 
Idlewild airport and lifted into the air, bound for London. About one 
minute later Captain Cameron Walker told his copilot, First Officer 
John Brink, to retract the landing gear. A few seconds later three lit- 
tle green lights on the instrument panel blinked out. One red light 
blinked on above them. 

The plane taking off just behind the Pan American flight was a KLM 
Constellation. As the Constellation rose behind the Stratocruiser its 
crew noticed that the nosewheel in the Stratocruiser’s landing gear 
had not retracted. It was twisted to starboard at a 45° angle. They 
radioed this information at once to the Idlewild tower. The tower re- 
layed it to Captain Walker. But the little red light had already told 
Walker of the trouble and he confirmed to the tower that the wheel 
was inexplicably twisted. 

For a few minutes Walker tried to work the retraction mechanism, 
without success. His next move was to ask the tower’s permission to 
tune his radio to “company frequency” so he could talk to Pan 
American engineers and get their suggestions for righting the wheel. 


Meanwhile the flight engineer crawled down into a lower level of the 
enormous plane’s nose and peered out at the wheel. Alll that he could 
see was that the wheel was twisted. 

‘The Stratocruiser is the biggest commercial plane in the world. It 
carries 56 passengers in luxury, with berths for 17 of them. It has 
two decks. The top one is a conventional airplane cabin except for 
the Pullman-like berths. Amidships a slender spiral stairway leads 
down to the lower deck with a deeply upholstered lounge and serving 
bar. That is where two stewardesses, Barbara Swan and Eileen Nichol- 
son, were sitting, folding leaflets that they were to distribute to the 
passengers, when they first noticed that, although several minutes 
had elapsed since take-off, the No SMOKING and FASTEN SEAT BELTS 
signs were still on. They began to wonder what was wrong. 

Above them, in the main cabin, Norma Kass also wondered. Until 
this flight Miss Kass had been a stewardess, but she was being pro- 
moted to purser, which means she would supervise the other stew- 
ardesses and handle the passengers’ customs and currency declara- 
tions for foreign countries. Since this was her test, or shakedown, 
flight, her work was being observed by Pan American Flight Service

Supervisor Hamp H. Jones, who was on the flight for that purpose, 
She went forward to ask the captain why he had not turned off 
the warning signs. 

“We're returning to the field because we're having trouble with 
the nosewheel,” he told her. 

“Who do you want to announce it to the passengers?” 

“T will.” 

A moment later Walker told the passengers over the plane's 

ublic address system that the nosewheel had not recessed proper- 
Fk. There would be a little delay. He spoke casually, making nei- 
ther a lot nor a little of it, No one was alarmed. A few passengers 
asked if it weren’t all right to smoke. The NO SMOKING sign was 
turned off but the seat belt sign stayed on. 

In a few minutes, having conferred by radio with the company 
engineers, Walker returned to tower frequency on his radio and 
said he would circle the field while they tried to straighten the 
wheel. Down on the ground the word spread through hangars and 
along the aprons that the Stratocruiser droning overhead in lazy 
circles was in trouble. 

In the plane the captain's voice again came over the p.a. sys- 
tem: “We're going to try to retract the wheel manually, by crank- 
ing,” he said. “That will take about 15 minutes.” 

The passengers groaned good-humoredly about this new delay. 
(It had previously been announced that a foggy drizzle over Can- 
ada’s maritime provinces would necessitate rerouting this flight 
the longer way via Bermuda and the Azores.) A boring half hour 
passed. 

But in the cockpit, an instrument-lined room as big as a small 
office, there was no boredom. Walker and his five crewmen, three 
of them copilots, tried everything they knew and everything the 
maintenance men on the ground could suggest via radio. But they 
could do nothing with the twisted wheel. To set down 66 tons of 
airplane at 96 mph, the minimum landing speed they could count 
on, they would need all three points of the tricycle landing gear. As 
soon as the plane’s weight shifted onto that front wheel, it might 
rip off or collapse and no one could tell what might happen then. 

Should they go on to Bermuda or return to Idlewild? The con. 
sensus both of men on the ground and in the air was that it would 
be better to attempt the hazardous landing at huge, well-equipped 
Idlewild than to fly on to Bermuda in the hope the wheel might 
right itself en route. Some of the maintenance men were of the 
hopeful opinion that when the twisted wheel touched the runway 
it would spring into normal landing position. 

Walker informed the tower that he would make a landing, add- 
ing that he first wanted to fly out over the Atlantic and jettison 
some gasoline. The watch supervisor in the Idlewild control tower 
that day was an Air Force veteran named Gene Assip. “How many 
people aboard?” Assip asked. 

“Fifty-three passengers and 10 crew members,” said Walker. 

They spoke in the quiet subtones of men long accustomed to 
conversing by microphone. “It was a routine emergency,” Assip 
has said since. 

He picked up the emergency telephone and began making the 
proper notifications. He called the Port of New York ‘Authority 
emergency garage at the field where fire fighting equipment is kept. 
They in turn called the New York City Fire Department as well; 
it responded with 13 engine and ladder companies. Ambulances 
were summoned from nearby hospitals. Assip notified the Police 
Telegraph Bureau, the airport weather bureau (to make observa- 
tions for the record) and had the radar and radio technicians on

duty with him check their equipment, also for the record. The 
Coast Guard sent a helicopter to hover by, and so did the Police 
Department and the Port Authority. Word spread fast now.

“Tell them not to get up or try to 
get out as soon as we hit the runway.”

JALKER was also informed that one of the passengers, recover- 
ing from a broken neck, was wearing a cast. He assigned one 
of the copilots to sit with the man and assist him if necessary, but 
the passenger politely refused any assistance.

and derrick below must recognize its significance. They waited for 
the first sign of panic. The escape chute is packed in a white powder 
to keep it from sticking and the copilots got powder over their 
natty uniforms. They made a joke of it. Some passengers laughed. 
Some looked a little pale. But there was no panic. 

It was 6:30. Now all the disaster equipment was gathered 
the runway. The roof top and the windows of the terminal In 
ing were filled with quiet people. Some were praying. The sinking 
sun glinted on the plane with her nosewheel still twisted crazily. 

In the long, comfortable cabin the stewardesses secured all hand 
luggage that might fly loose. Hamp Jones went below and did the 
same in the lounge and baggage compartment. Two passengers 
seated nearest the door where the escape chute might have to be 
used were assigned different seats. A woman passenger with a little 
boy began to grow visibly nervous: it was her first plane trip. 
Norma Kass sat down next to her and asked where she was going. 
“To Germany,” the woman said. 

The Stratocruiser began a last wide circle. The crew took their 
emergency landing stations. Out over the Rockaways the Strato- 
cruiser dropped steadily, heading for the end of the 9,500-foot run- 
way. In the cockpit Walker and Brink braced themselves to hold 
back the control column, for to keep the nose off the ground as 
long as possible they would have to hold the elevators in an acute 
climb position. It would take the strength of both of them. 

In the tower's heavily draped, shadowy instrument room, Assip 
and the three others on duty with him left the control panel to 
thrust aside the drapes and stare silently out the window at the 
runway. Aboard the plane Norma Kass told the woman with the 
little boy what a nice place Germany was. 

From the roof, from the windows, from the firemen and cops and 
emergency crews near the runway there came not a sound. All 
anyone heard was the soft thunder of the approaching motors. 

She came in mushily, as slowly as Walker dared fly her in. Her 
nose was high. She hovered over the end of the runway, then 
dropped and touched down where he said he would put her down. 
The passengers felt a light jar. No one uttered any cry, The plane 
rolled on, slowly losing speed, for perhaps half a minute while 
Walker's and Brink’s shoulders strained to hold the control col- 
umn back. Then, finally, her nose settled. The twisted wheel 
touched the concrete. 

It sprang into correct landing position. The plane rolled smoothly 
down the runway. A cheer and handclaps went up from those 
watching. Some women spectators cried. It was 6:41 p.m.

The Last of the Samaritans 


A FEW SURVIVE, REMEMBERED IN PARABLE BUT FORGOTTEN BY WORLD 


History has not been good to the Samaritans, A dissident Jewish sect, 
they lived in Biblical times in the town of Samaria, a few miles north of 
Jerusalem. Though they once numbered their people in the tens of thou- 
sands, they were overrun by the Romans, rejected by the Jews. Except 
for the Samaritan of Christ’s parable who stopped on the road to Jericho 
to help the traveler fallen among thieves, they have long been forgotten 
by the world. But, surprisingly, a few hundred Samaritans still survive, 
living today in a wretched corner of their once great city, now an Arab 
town called Nablus, just over the Israeli border in Jordan. 

Outlawed 2,500 years ago from orthodox Judaism, the Samaritans set 
up their own fundamentalist doctrine based solely on the first five books 
of the Old Testament (p. 80) and centered around Mount Gerizim, which 


is their Zion. Each year at Passover, to celebrate the liberation of the 
chosen people from Egypt, the Samaritans ascend the mount on which 
they believe Abraham offered to sacrifice his son, pitch tents and spend 
a week of prayer and feasting. Unlike other Jews who no longer make 
blood sacrifice, the Samaritans try to follow the ritual laid down in Exo- 
dus (Chapter 12). They kill seven male lambs and offer the right foot and 
entrails to the high priest. Because the Lord told his captive people to 
mark their houses with blood so he could pass them by when he struck 
down the Egyptians, they once smeared their tents with the blood of the 
lambs. But this has been abandoned in recent years because the poverty- 
stricken Samaritans, who have no tents of their own, have been forced to 
borrow tents from their good-Samaritan neighbors, the Arabs of Jordan.

Why Do 
Bog Down 


A LOCAL COMMITTEE SHEDS LIGHT 


by JOHN HERSEY 


LL over the country, this month and next, most of the 28,800,- 
000 pupils in the public schools are being given standardized 
ear-end achievement tests. A question that both educators and 
parents will want to see answered by those tests is: Are our young 
citizens learning to use our language well enough? 

This question has been more and more frequently asked in recent 
years. Parents have cried in dismay that their children could not read 
out loud, could not spell, could not write clearly enough to read their 
own pen tracks. Businessmen have complained that they could not 
find stenographers to write grammatical letters. Employers have said 
that mechanics could not read simple directions. 

Many a college has blamed high schools for passing on students 
with average or better I.Q.s who could not read adequately to study 
college subjects; high schools have had to give remedial reading in- 
struction to boys and girls who did not learn to read properly in 
elementary schools; the sixth-grade teacher has blamed the fourth- 
grade teacher; the fourth, the first; and all the teachers have now 
and then blamed parents, and with justic 

‘Two years ago the Citizens’ School Study Council of Fairfield, 
Conn., a residential community with a population of 33,000, appoint- 
ed a committee (picture, pp. 138, 139) to confront this question so 
far as the children of the town were concerned. We of the committee 
read technical books, consulted experts, attended our local schools to 
observe the teaching of reading, and during two school years argued 
among ourselves to late hours. 

The intelligence quotient of the median student in Fairfield—half 
rank higher than the median, half lower—is 102, or two points high- 
er than the national norm. Results of the nationwide Metropolitan 
Achievement Tests administered in the first six grades show that our 
median students run just slightly ahead of the national norms. So 
Fairfield’s accomplishments and troubles, if not typical, are pretty 
close to those of the average American community. In any case it 
became obvious to us early in our discussions that reading problems 
could not be solved in a vacuum in Fairfield or any other single com- 
munity in our country. These problems are built into prevailing 
educational philosophy, into teacher-training schools, into textbooks, 
into homes, into television sets and into American folkways of the 
present time. 

This is why we presume to share our investigation and our find- 
ings with others in this article drawn from the committee's report. 
Our work convinces us that it will be possible for parents to support 
educators in solving these nationwide problems only if they attack 
them together in many communities in many states, with prolonged 
study and without undue excitement. Surely neither apathy nor hys- 
teria—extremes with which our citizenry has long honored the public 
schools—will solve them. 

There is very little in this field that is measurable. The experts 
disagree. The best of them admit that they still have much to find out 
about the mysterious and magical process of learning to read. So the 
committee's findings are necessarily intuitive. Here are the main ones: 

Our public schools have done a heroic job, during a period of enor- 
mous expansion and in the face of ever-tightening budgets, to main- 
tain standards in the teaching of reading. The seriousness of purpose, 
the selflessness and the integrity of public-school teachers are mani- 
fest. Some children read very well indeed. 

However, grave reading problems exist. Educators are aware of 
them and are working hard to solve them. 

One sort of problem arises from unwitting misuse and abuse of 
some of the widely accepted philosophical assumptions now underly. 
ing American public education—such as the aim of “teaching the

whole child,” of making school a happy place and of teaching children 
through experiences they have rears common. The end results of 
these distortions have been that some children have not mastered 
essential skills; that many children understandably prefer lurid comic 
books and television shows to insipid, goody-goody school readers; 
and that pupils are taught to conform rather than to be individuals, 

Another kind of problem comes from the fact that some current 
teaching techniques have shown serious weaknesses. The most se- 
rious of all are complications of the desirable practice of taking each 
child at his or her own natural speed in learning. Others are a con- 
sequence of the battle, beloved by parents, between “Grunt-and- 
Groan” and “Look-and- —that is, between phonetics and sight 
reading. Others have brought the puzzling result that many more 
boys than girls hate reading and do poorly in it. And many reading 
troubles come from a failure to help children to want to read, a fail- 
ure to which parents have generously contributed. 

A third group of problems comes from the competition these da: 
between words and images—especially between reading and television. 

It must be said that in urging a close look at these three kinds of 
problems, we do not urge a blind turning back of the clock, We re- 
pudiate the angry shouts of certain American primitives who have 
fately set themselves up as judges of all things American, including 
education, and whose oversimplified battle cry in this field is “Back 
to the Three R’s!” We cannot, in our day, go back to primitive ways 
—to the hornbook, that wooden board like a Ping-pong paddle from 
which colonial children learned the alphabet, or to the watchpocket- 
sized New England Primer with its mier scopic print and moralistic 
sayings, or to the high-minded M’Guffe ‘eaders, or to the birch 
rod, the dunce’s cap and the Franklin stove. Nor will reading prob- 
lems be solved by any single, simple panacea, such as “going back 
to phonetics.” 
ow let us examine each of the three kinds of problems, 


The cult of entertainment 


ROM the sound principle that a happy child takes more easily 
to learning than an unhappy child, there may come the unsound 
result that school is turned into something like pure entertainment. 
‘The pre-primer teachers’ manual used in Fairfield is used in every 
state in the country; it is typical of such manuals used in most Amer- 
ican schools. In listing objectives of the first-grade reading program, 
it gives as the first of 36 obje: : “To create a feeling of pleasure 
and satisfaction from reading humorous, surprising, and interesting 
stories.” Two thirds of the way down the list, in 21st place, stands 
this objective: “To develop the ability to read short sentences with 
understanding, both orally and silently.” 

Is it not misplaced emphasis, to say the least, when the objecti 
of deriving pleasure from an act is put so far ahead of the objective 
of learning to perform the act? 

Is not the point that pleasure in itself is not an objective of the 
school curriculum at all. that learning is the main objective, and 
that pleasure may be an aid, a motivation, a means toward the realiza- 
tion of the true objective and a wonderfully desirable by-product of 
its attainment?

This is not to advocate a pre-primer of horrors. Far from it. It 
is simply to ask: if our educators are to make pretensions to psy- 
chological understanding, should they not earnestly and contin- 
uously study the gap between the reality of life and the ideal image 
of it they may be creating? 

Must they not look closely to see why many children resist the 
textbooks they are given? Is not revulsion against namby-pamby 
hool readers perhaps a reason why they like lurid comic books 
so much? Are age-old fairy tales so unwholesome after all that they 
must be given happy endings in the manner of slick magazines? Is 
it a guarantee of happiness to end a retelling of The Sorcerer's 
Apprentice in a sixth-grade reader, in which the apprentice, who 
has turned himself into a hen, has just gobbled up the sorcerer, 
who has turned himself into a kernel of grain, with these pious 
words: “And wasn’t it fine that all the powers and brews, which 
had been used for evil by the sorcerer, were now in the hands of a 
boy who would use them only for the good of man and beast?” 
Must we carry into the schoolroom those classic oversimplifica- 
tions of our time: the Good Guys and the Bad Guys? 

As parents we accept the charge that it is really for us to seck the 
kind of understanding that may help our children to find true hap- 
piness; we have, indeed, enormous work to do, Having said that, we 
may add that we believe that the wide gap between se! hoolbook ideal- 
ity and life’s reality deserves close study on the part of educators. 


The cult of wholeness 


Mac emphasis in recent years has properly been placed on 
integration: on the w! hole child, the whole of learning. This 
emphasis is also applied to curriculum. Educators tend to speak 
not of elements—reading, writing, spelling, grammar and so on— 
but of the whole: “language arts 

Our committee has come to believe that an individual’s sense of 
wholeness and wholesomeness follows, and cannot precede, a sense 
of accomplishment. In order to integrate there must be solid mate- 
rials to be brought together. We speak with respect of “a man of 
parts”: we admire the whole of this man because certain of his 
diverse talents, or of the elements of his character, or of his intel- 
lectual gifts have been highly and separately developed. 

paradox, and a harmful one, may come from misapplied “inte- 
gration.” It is this: a constant effort is made to touch on all 
the parts of the whole subject; the consequence is a scattering 
of effect, the opposite of integration.

It is evident, however, 
that both the reading texts and the manuals used in our schools do AV/ GN C) S EE I 
tend to encourage uniformity and discourage individuality. 

Teachers have discovered that in learning t to read and in under- 
standing what they read, children must bring to the printed page 
their own experience. Therefore most texts use children’s expe 
ences that may be assumed to have been shared as a basis for teach- 
ing. This in itself is a tremendous force for uniformity. The key 
sentence in the paragraph we have quoted is, “They do the same

things you do.” Throughout the reading textbooks of the primary 
gaiee our children build their whole structure of reading upon a 
‘oundation of uniformity—a mass-produced prefab of life, 50 
to speak. The ideal image, presented both through texts and illus- 
trations, is of a happy middle-class family in ever-clean clothes, 
straight out of the ads in the magazines. 

Should not the authors of textbooks and the teachers who use 
them re-evaluate the theory of learning through shared experience 
in the light of this undeniable influence toward uniformity? Teach- 
ers should not be passive and automatic but should bring to their 
work those great American virtues of originality, individuality and 
independence, and the same qualities should be developed to the 
utmost in our children; particularly in a period when one of the 
most disturbing elements in our national life is the pressure for 
uniformity and conformity. 


Four practical problems 


1. Each at his own speed 

In any given public school classroom there is a range of talent 
and achievement of about five years. In a fourth-grade classroom, 
for instance, there will be children unable to read at anything 
better than a second-grade level of achievement and there will also 
be children who have progressed far enough to be able to read at a 
sixth-grade level. In some classes the range is even wider. 

A basie principle of present-day public school education is that 
each child should be taken along at his own most suitable rate of 
speed in learning. This principle is based on the sound premises 
that the fastest-moving pupils should not be held down to the rate 
of progress of the slowest, and conversely the slowest should not 
be deprived of the rudiments of education just because they can- 
not keep up with brighter children. 

Th both the strongest and the weakest point in modern 
American public education, It is strong because it is based on the 
noble promise of equal opportunity for all, rich and poor, favored 
and handicapped, bright and slow; weak because it has produced 
complications that seem not yet to have been thought through. 

Children do not progress at the same speed in all subjects. 

A pupil who is slow in reading may be faster in arithmetic. 

‘The confusion resulting from this basic fact shows itself sharply 
for the first time in the fourth grade, where relatively complicated 
work-reading is met as never before, in social studies, arithmetic, 
science and other subjects. Children are then given textbooks in the 
subject of reading at various levels of difficulty, depending on their 
various levels of accomplishment, but they are given textbooks in 
the other subjects all of which are uniformly set at the fourth- 
grade level, or perhaps slightly below it. The slow readers may not 
be able to read these texts; the fast ones may be bored by them. 

Another confusion comes when the child, not the teacher, sets 
the individual’s rate of progress. This is a matter for teacher 
education. It comes about when a child’s inclinations, interestand 
motivation are allowed to determine his rate of progress, rather 
than the only proper determinant: his capacity to learn. 

Confusion also comes from the fact that the principle of learn. 
ing “each according to his talents” has not been applied logically in 
all areas of the so-called “language arts” program. Pupils in a 
fourth grade read in sections, using three or four different read- 
ing textbooks set at various grade levels, yet all study spelling to- 
gether out of the same textbook at the same rate of speed. This 
means either that slow pupils are trying to learn to spell words 
they have not even encountered as readers, or that the grade’s 
spelling vocabulary is alarmingly more primitive than its standard 
reading vocabulary, to say nothing of that of its fast readers. 

‘There is, besides, sheer physical confusion. For reading instruc- 
tion the typical classroom is divided up into three, or sometimes 
four, groups. The teacher can give direct instruction to only one 
section at a time. The other two or three groups are kept busy 
with written work (which incidentally means an appalling waste 
of time and efficiency), and they are supposed to carry on this 
written work under the noise of oral classroom instruction being 
given in another part of the room. Members of our committee 
who visited reading classes came away understanding at last how 
our children not only can abide studying homework with the ra- 
dio or television going but seem to prefer it to silent work. It is 
their habit to work clothed in noise. Sometimes, where the caliber 
of teaching was especially fine, we who visited were treated to the 
spectacle of children who were ostensibly working hard at written 
problems raising their hands to answer oral questions put to an- 
other section. Such division of attention does not develop work 
habits of concentration. 
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In the fourth grade and up, retarded readers may be quite in- 
capable of reading the standard textbooks in science, social studies, 
arithmetic and other subjects. Thus, having fallen behind in read- 
ing, they fall even further behind in other subjects. They develop 
a habit of failure and begin to assume that they will fail in any- 
thing to do with the mind. 

One of the fourth-grade teachers whose classes our committee 
attended had had a visit from an excited mother who had been 
horrified to find that her son was unable to read the arithmetic 
problems he had been given for homework. The mother blamed 
the teacher, stated that she was at fault for letting the boy lag in 
reading and insisted that she concentrate on bringing him up to 
grade in reading as quickly as possible. What was the teacher to 
do? She had inherited from the third grade a reader who, going at 
his own speed, had become retarded; she had been trying to help 
him and he had been making good progress, but the boy was, after 
all, only one of 30 pupils. Was she to drop everything and bring 
him up to grade? Or was she to refrain from trying to teach him 
arithmetic out of the only available texthook—or at least from 
giving him any homework? 

Reading retardation can be largely prevented, can be detected 
early and can be remedied. But in order that these things may be 
done, we need vastly greater understanding on the part of parents 
and taxpayers, for the job takes time and it certainly takes money. 
It requires above all enough superior supplemental teachers— 
particularly remedial and guidance teachers. 

In “each at his own speed” there is a hazard for bright children 
too. It is mediocrity, 

Educators do not believe students should be given textbooks 
above the level of the grade in which the students find themselves. 
Instead of pushing bright students ahead into more difficult ma- 
terial, our teachers give them what is called “enrichment’’—that 
is, more work, in ever-widening circles, at the grade level of dif- 
ficulty. Enrichment is something all pupils are supposed to get, 
only the bright ones are supposed to get more of it than the 
others—as when a bright child finishes his assignment ahead of 
goes to the bookshelf and gets supplementary reading on 
own. The teacher may also give him extra assignments in 
looking up, delving into hobbies and so on. 

We believe that the enrichment theory is unsatisfactory in 
three w: 
> In a public school classroom with from 25 to 40 pupils, the 
teacher simply does not have time to devote to special enrich- 
ment for advanced pupils; she has a hard enough time getting 
through the basic material for all. 

» The fast learners are not always the fast performers; indeed 
they are prominent among the dawdlers, daydreamers and out-the- 
window-gazers, and enrichment depends on speed of dispatch of 
the basic work. 

» Most important of all, is the theory that students should not 
venture into more difficult texts really sound? It seems to be based 
ona feeling long favored in this country that precocity if too much 
encouraged turns children into worms. But where are we to get 
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future leaders of science, politics and the arts if we do not urge 
some minds to press forward with all the eagerness they can mus- 
ter? Can we conceive a Mozart, a Darwin, an Einstein emerging 
from a public school classroom that puts a ceiling on the difficulty 
of study materials? 

‘The number of badly retarded readers is generally small com- 
pared with the number who might be able to move above grade 
level, yet the two groups get equal instruction time. In classes 
visited by this committee, the total size of which was about 30 
each, the slowest-reading group consisted of six children or less, 
and in some cases consisted of only two or three. The group of 
best readers averaged from 10 to 12 in number. In extreme cases, 
therefore, two pupils are given a full half-hour reading period, 
then 12 pupils are given a half hour—equal class time but one 
sixth the individual instruction. Even the middle mass of average 
students suffers relatively in this situation, 


Who gets the worst of a bad deal? 


IHUS children at both ends of the seale—the potential leaders 

and the potential handicapped of our society—are not getting 
anywhere near the attention they need and deserve. Of this bad 
deal the bright ones are getting the worst. 

Why are slow learners less badly off than fast learners? 

By and large, reading textbooks and teachers’ manuals concern 
themselves far more with retarded than with advanced students. 
The pre-primer manual used in Fairfield asserts, ‘The teaching 
plans are based upon the principle of differentiating instruction 
to fit individual ab * But how is this implemented? * "Special 
provision,” the manual says, “‘is made for the slow learner under 
the heading, ‘Helping the Individual Child.’”” No mention at all is 
made of the gifted child. In manuals of the middle grades, fourth 
through sixth, it is claimed that the gifted’ child “will be by no 
means the neglected child in this basal reading program.” Yet in 
the introductory pages of these manuals, a section of 625 words 
is devoted to slow learners, one of only 90 words to bright pupils. 

There are other reasons why slow learners are less badly off. One 
is a compassion we all feel for those who obviously need help. 
Another is the natural anxiety a teacher has to keep her record 
good: a visible blot on it will not be made by a bright pupil who 
just coasts along but will be made by a failure, A final and most 
obvious reason is the adequacy of the average remedial-guidance 
Heachiing; stafl—the citizenry’s fault, not the schools’ 
2. Sight reading vs. phonetic 

This is the famous battle of Grunt-and-Groan vs. Look-and-Say 

Early in the century the phonetic method of teaching was over- 
done. Innocent little children were taught to put the diacritical 
marks of pronunciation over words, as if the magic book of reading 
had turned into a monstrous dictionary. Beginners sounded out 
words and parts of words by the hour, so that during the revolt 
against this excess, the system was nicknamed by some people 
the Grunt-and-Groan method. It was then combined with the sight- 
reading system, alias the Look-and-Say method, 

In concern over reading failures and mediocrities, parents in 
many parts of the country have begun to blame sight reading and 
to clamor for a “return to phonetics.” 

Our committee is satisfied that we cannot, in the light of what 
has been learned about how children’s minds work, go back to the 
alphabet method or to the excessive phonetic method or to over- 
done oral reading; that we cannot, indeed, abandon the sight 
reading method, which works well for most beginners. 

We do believe that when reading readiness has been definitely 
and clearly established, sight vocabulary could be given to begin- 
ners more quickly than it now is. Some educators now believe be- 
ginners could absorb as many as 200 words in the first six months 
provided words are used that the children want to learn. We tend 
to side with those who argue that the rudiments of phonetic train- 
ing, which are generally introduced at about that point, could then 
also be given at a somewhat faster rate than now prevails and that 
relatively more attention could be given phonetics in the second 
and third grades. 

We further believe that if phonetic training is to be withheld 
until children are ready for it, they must be taught it well when 
they are given it. What alarms parents, and rightly, i is the sight 
of fourth- and fifth-grade children who still have a very shaky 
grasp on the relationship between combinations of letters and the 
sounds for which they stand. It is undeniable that there are such 
children aplenty. 

3. Backward boys 
Boys become retarded readers much more often than-girls. The 
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main theory to account for this is that during the kindergarten and 
primary years boys tend to mature somewhat more slowly than 
girls and hence are often pushed into actual reading training before 
their readiness for it has been completely tablished. 

There is also a possibility that the pallid content of pre-primers 
and early readers may have something to do with their trouble. 
Little boys trying to learn to read in Fairfield witness a lone boy 
named Tom condemned to play endlessly, and with unnatural con- 
trol of his manners, with two rls, Betty and Susan. This

either schools nor parents do enough about fostering their 
children’s inn to learn to read. This is what school peo- 
ple call me child who really wants to learn something 
usually learns it. 

This is the area in which parents do the most harm and could do 
the most good. We believe that parents should create in the home 
an atmosphere that is conducive to reading. They should have good 
books and mag at hand. Parents should read to children. 
They should try to entertain them with reading and make reading 
a pleasure, as television is a pleasure. If school is where learning 
to read belongs, home is where happiness in reading belongs. 

Wrongful pressure on the part of both schools and parents does 
more than anything else to kill the inner urge to read. Why is it 
that boys who are retarded readers are very quick to learn subtle 
points about baseball? An interesting experiment with these boys. 
which we fear will never be conducted, would be to make baseball 
aschool subject with tests, textbooks, homework, compulsory daily 
practice and angry parental pushing; and turn them loose for re- 
cess in the library to read anything they want, jose! for fun, with 
the librarian urging them please, for heaven’s sake, to take it easy 
and not read so much.

Competition with reading: the image 


IEADING has to compete for the interest of children with 
television, radio, movies, comic books, magazines and sports. 
Above all, with television. The printed word has to compete at 
every turn with pictures, on both screens and printed pages. This 
is hard competition because most commonplace pictures demand 
only the act of looking, while words, to mean anything, demand an 
act of imagination. 

Considering the outside pressure of images on the consciousness 
of our children, our schools may have begun to lean too heavily 
on pictures in teaching to read. Furthermore, the caliber of 
tures generally used in reading textbooks (pp. 136, 137) may have 
something to do with poor reading. or at least with .unimagina- 
tive reading. 

‘At the reading-readiness and pre-primer levels the child is given 
far more pictures than words. For beginners the textbook manu- 
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facturers provide "dictionary cards” showing a picture on one side 
and a word on the other. In primary grade readers, pictures on 
each page give clues to virtually everything in the text. This is 
both good and bad. The child is helped to visualize words, but he 
is helped by pictures that are uniform, bland, idealized and terribly 
literal. Why should they not have pictures that widen rather than 
narrow the associative richness the children give to the words they 
illustrate—drawings like those of the wonderfully imaginative gen- 
iuses among children’s illustrators, Tenniel, Howard Pyle, “Dr. 
Seuss,” Walt Disney? 


Television, the ener 


IHROUGH a survey of 230 fourth-grade children in Fairfield 
Public Schools, our committee has satisfied itself that tele- 
1 presents serious competition to reading—and probably to 
other things too, but our topic is a limited one. 

In the first place nearly everyone in our town has a television 
set. Only 15 of the 230 children indicated that there is no set in 
their homes. 

The amount of time spent on television by these children is 
appalling. By their own calculation they spend, on the average, 

hours, 8 minutes and 24 seconds per child-day in front of their 
television sets. Of course this is what 10-year-old children say they 
do; from a scientific and statistical point of view, their answers 
must be taken with salt. There was, however, a high enough degree 
of correlation between their answers on time spent and number of 
programs watched to justify as a positive assertion the first sen- 
tence in this paragraph. 

Fascinating answers, many of which have a bearing on the com- 
petition reading suffers, were elicited by the question: “What do 
you like about television?” Some children stress the instructive 
nature of TV: because I learn lots of interesting things.” 
“T like to see things that happened in the past.” Entertainment is 
of course cited: music, comedy, old movies and “I like to watch 
good acting.” One child wrote, “I like it because on radio you 
can’t see and I never knew what Guy Lombardo looked like until 
T got television.” Interplanetary space and bad spelling both fig- 
ured in many answers: "I can learn abough Outer speast.” Some 
answers highlighted the passive aspect of TV viewing: “You can 
rest while watching it.” A few hinted at the hypnotic effect of 
the screen: “Because it sits there and looks at you.”’ Other an- 
swer: ives you a feeling that you are in there.” “Good prom- 
grams.” “You don’t have to go there, All you have to do is turn a 
handle.” “Because instead of your mother hitting you, you have 
something to do.” “You can get real fantashed things.” “You 
don’t have to pay for every movie you see.”” Most concise answer: 
“Tt works.” 


The crux: the teacher 


HERE can be, and there are, reading failures under any sys- 
tem of teaching, whether extremely progressive or extremely 
traditional. These failures can also be avoided and remedied by var- 
ious, and very different, methods of teaching. The most important 
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single factor in the whole reading program then is not the method 
but the teacher. 

Just as we have a feeling that sometimes our schools expect too 
little of our schoolchildren, we are almost certain that we expect 
too much of most of our schoolteachers. 

It has become a commonplace that the rewards, both social and 
financial, of teaching in the U.S. are meager. Last year the average 
income of all teachers in the country was $3,605. The life of all 
teachers is cluttered; a recent National Education Association sur- 
vey showed that the average teacher works 48 hours a week at her 
many-faceted job. These are tiresome facts that everyone knows 
and does nothing about. 

On top of all her other duties, the teacher who tackles reading 
is expected to be a psychologist, a literary tourist guide, a charm- 
ing storyteller, a perfect grammarian, a steady workhorse with the 
mass of average pupils, and one with a special knack for bringing 
out the best in geniuses and morons. If she is not all these things, 
a ton of angry parenthood falls on her. 

What does Ais do in the face of suc h demands? She does what 
one of the teachers we visited does. “I like the manual,” she says. 
“If you follow that, you can’t go far wrong.” 

But what does the manual urge? It urges a multiplicity of tech- 
niques and procedures that simply cannot be followed. The read- 
ing-readiness manual used by our teachers urges the keeping of a 
notebook containing a continuing checklist on the readiness of 
individual pupils.

What is the consequence of this bewildering multiplicity? It is 
that teachers are obliged to pick and choose methods and activities 
according to their instincts. And so we are at last pretty much at 
the mercy of the teacher. She has to be good. 

All this leads to the hope that our school systems will make, 
more than ever before, an effort to acquire teachers who under- 
stand the complexity of the reading act, are cultivated readers, 
enthusiasts for good language and great writing, graduates of lib- 
eral arts colleges as well as teacher-training schools. Above all they 
should be lovers of books, not lovers of method. 

We of the Fairfield committee do not pretend to offer simple 
remedies for these widespread reading problems; for the most part 
we have been able only to pose questions. But of one thing we are 
sure. These questions address themselves to every parent in the 
country, for teachers cannot answer them alone. In meeting them 
the schools need the support of an informed citizenry. Who can be- 
grudge this support? It is, after all, for the benefit of our children,
